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PANORAMA IN A CIGAR BOX

Any Handy Boy, With Faw Odd Trink.
ets, Can Eaelly Arrange Amusing

F Well, boys, who wanis to make &
panoramat Whoover does w0, Just
B9t an empty clgar box and a few
other things, as stated below, and
start in. Cut n square hole in the
middle of the top of the box and with
musclluge and paper fasten a square
ploce of glase under It. From an old
gurtain roller cut iwo rollers the
width of the cigar box. and into one
end of ench drive a wire crank, Into
the opposite end of emch drive a brad
for an axle. From another rourd
wooden rod cut tweo other rollers of
the snme Jength, but of mpaller diam-
ater, and drive a small brad in the
center of ench end for an axle. These
collers project up through the top of
the box with thelr brad axles resting
n smill nojches cut In the top edge
of the sides. Slots must be cut croas-
wise in the top of the box, of course,
o ullow the rollers to project u'
rough, as shown In the drawlngs.
Birectly under the smaller rollers at
sach end cul slots as shown, In which
the axien of the lower rollers run, be-
ing allowed an upward nod downward
movement, A strip of cloth the width
af the rollers and of a length to sult
the maker s filled with plctures past
&d on one side, all the same side up,

Ho many walt till the last mo-
ment before buying thelr stock that it
i an anpoyancs to themuelves as well
ns the breeder to be told that he has
no stock for sale. llere are some of
the advantages of buying June bred
poultry at the present time:

1. The breeder has a larger stock on
hiand than he will have in the apring.

2. He bans more birds than he can
properly accommodate now, and wih
“thin out” at a sacrifice.

3. As business la dull with the poul-
try fancler at this time of the year, ho
fa more anxious to gell and will do
better by you. '

4. If be ls compelled to keop his
stock over till gpring, he will add the
extra expense to the birds, and If eggs
for hatching are In demand, bhe will
not sell at any price.

6. In the spring the pens are mated
up, and the careful breeder will not,
breank up his matings.
